4 Old Premises Surveyed 

Mr. Corradini and his assistants 
obtained the addresses of all the 
saloons and liquor stores licensed in 
New York City in 1916, the last year | 
of full operation, and went along | 
the principal streets ascertaining 
what had happened to them. In the 
Borough of Manhattan, of 
premises surveyed, 3298, 
cent, had been converted to places

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EDITORIALS 


Livery now and again rumors cross the Atlan- 
tic to the effect that the problem of Austria is 
becoming acute, that the 
“anschluss,” or move- 
ment for union~ with 
Germany, is very strong, 
and that a crisis may ere 
long arise which will 
strain the peace of Eu- 
rope to its foundations. 
Though there is no rea- 
son whatever to expect anv early crisis—for 
there is no government in Europe today that 
does not want peace—the problem of Austria 
is a real difficuliv which will-sooner or later 
have to be faced. The treaties of peace tried 
to solve it by declaring that Austria could not 
join Germany without the consent of the rest 
of Lurope. But treaties, even the strongest, 
cannot alter facts, and the facts are that what- 
ever the ultimate solution may be, Austria can- 
not remain indefinitely in the situation in which 
she. has been since 1919. 

The place of Austria in Europe has always 
heen anomalous. Vienna was not only the capi- 
tal of a German province: it was for centuries 
the home of that vast Hapsburg dynastic sys- 
tem which included many other races and peo- 
pies under its sway. The existence of the Haps- 
burg Monarchy was always the greatest obstacle 
to the union of Germany, for the vote of Aus- 
tria in the German Confederation was consist- 
entiy used by it to obstruct every effective move 
toward German unity. Henee when Bismarck 
came into power in Prussia he determined that, 
if a united Germany was to be created, and if 
the German people were to exercise their right- 
ful influence in the continent of Europe, it was 
necessary .‘to throw Austria out of the German 
Confederation.” 

This he did at the battle of Sadowa in 1866, 
and united Germany, the modern wor!d 
knows it, came into being with Austria left out- 
side. “Austria itself remained the most impor- 
tant province of the Austro-Hungarian Empire. 
The Great War broke up that empire into frag- 
ments, and out of it were carved the new nations 
which took its place or incorporated part of its 
territory with their own—Czechoslovakia, Jugo- 
slavia, Austria, Hungary, Rumania and Poland. 
This result, however, was no arbitrary decision 
of the Peace Conference. It was the outcome of 
the war itself, for the new nations were in exist- 
ence before ever the Conference of Paris assem- 
bled. The treaties of peace merely determined 
the frontiers between them. 

Biut- the result, first of Bismarck and later of 
the Great War, was to leave Austria itself in an 
almost impossible position. It has been described 
as a capital without a country, and that epi- 
gram, though dike most epigrams an exaggera- 
tion, yet points to a fundamental truth. Vienna, 
a city of some 2.000.000 inhabitants, which was 
once the capital and the industrial and banking 
center of an empire containing about 50,000,000 
people, is- now the capital of a nation which 
numbers no more than 6.000.000. It cannot feed 
or-find employment for population, snr- 
rounded as it is with the tariff barriers of its 
neighbors on every side. And what is true of 
Austria is true in lesser degree of all the other 
States carved out of the old Hapsburg Empire. 
None of them is economically self-supporting. 
They once all formed parts of a well-balanced 
economic whole. They are now disconnect od 
fragments, none of them really able to thrive 
alone. 

lience the “‘anschluss.” All Austria’s prob- 
lems would be solved, so its advocates believe, 
if Austria were to become part of the German 
Reich, from which she was excluded first bv 
Bismarck and the Hapsburgs and later by the 
peace treaties. And the movement is all the 
stronger because the partition of the old Haps- 
burg Kmpire has drawn the other nationalities 
away from Vienna and has made it a much more 
German city than it used to be. But there are 
great difficulties in the wav of such a solution, 
quite apart from the peace treaties which forbid 
it. If is not at all certain that Germany, or even 
a majority in Austria itself, wants it. The entry 
of Austria into Germany would destrov the old 
Protestant dominance there, for Austria is over- 
whelmingly Roman Catholic. It would also de- 
strey the predominance of Prussia in Germany 
by balancing it with an equal weight of South 
Germans. 

Moreover, 
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the “anschluss’”’ would be met bv 
the most strenuous opposition both from the 
other * and from France. A 
glance at a map will show that the union of 
-Austria and Germany would make the position 
of Czechoslovakia, Rumania, and, indeed, of the 
whole Balkans, very. precarious. Czechoslo- 
vVakia, for instance, would be almost entirelv 
surrounded by German territory and the terri- 
tory of Germanys old ally, Hungary. Such a 
German-Hungarian combination, indeed, wou'd 
entirely dominate the whole of central Europe, 
and would be a serious menace both to the inde- 
pendence of Poland, Rumania and Jugoslavia, 
and to France's predominant position in these 
parts. It would mean a complete alteration in 
the present poHtical structure of Europe, and 
would carry with it the most vital and far- 
reaching consequences for the future peace of 
arope. 

Yet the difficulties in the way of the alterna- 
tive solution, thé re-creation of the old eco- 
nomice unity between the “succession states,” 
are also very great. Vested interests have grown 
up behind the new tariff barriers. The new capi- 
tals are jealous of the old capital, Vienna. The 
prevailing nationalism is opposed to any effec- 
tive relaxation of the political and economi¢ 
harriers which emphasize nationality. The a!- 
ternative to the “anschluss,” - therefore—the 
movement for a “zollverein” of the “succession 
makes little headway. And even if it 
were practical politics, it would not meet the 
srowing desire among the Germans in Europe 
for racial unity in the German Reich. So for the 
moment there is a deadlock. The League of 
Nations has enabled Austria to tide over its im- 
mediate financial troubles. But the fundamental 
Austrian question still remains one of the most 
dificult, if not the most ‘Immediate, of the 
proliems which European statesmanship has 
to solve,

And the article con- 
stitutes a strong presentation of the view that 
newspapers are in the highest degree blame- 
worthy for playing up the spectacular features 
of crimes of various kinds and belittling or ignor- 
ing altogether the fact, indisputably true though 
it be, that a large number of criminals pay the 
price of their nefarious deeds, behind the -bars 
of prisons—forgotten and unknown by all. 
Professor Waite ‘believes that some day a 


philanthropist will establish a sort of “crime ° 


gazette,” which will specialize in pictorial news, 
strip cartoons and all that makes appeal to Cir- 
culation among readers of potential criminal in- 
telligence, but which will also tell in as glowing 
terms of the number of monotonous, dreary 
vears which the erstwhile criminal hero finds 
facing him after his apprehension and convic- 
tion. “‘The crack of the pistols,” he writes, “will 
sound in its pages, of course, but the flat clank 
of cell doors will be a diverting addition.” 

It is not the place here to decide whether 
Professor Waite is right in his forecast. Certain 
it is, however, that to the extent that newspapers 
deliberately distort the relationship which ex- 
ists between crime and its punishment, they are 
themselves encourazping the crime instincts in 
the youths who read their columns. 

Professor Waite instances a metropolitan 
newspaper which recently “‘scare-headed” news 
to the effect that three “bandits” had just 
cleaned up $10,000 by the robbery of a theater 
cashier. One who knew the truth, he says, was 
curious. Those three crooks had been caught at 
once and were even then sojourning behind 
bars. 
tant part of the news?” he asks. “Or had it gone 
to print in the short interval. between the rob- 
berv and the capture?” “Neither!” he adds. 
“News of the robbery was on the front page: 
news of the capture was on an inside page. It 
had not grown stale, but news of the capture 
was not so valuable to that paper as news of 
the crime.”” So long as such ideals sway the 
policy of a country’s newspapers, it need cause 
little wonder if the crime records assume a 
magnitude bevond all manner of reason. 


L. Spears, former member of the 
British House of Commons, believes European 
peace can be secured by 
establishing neutralized 
zones between ex-enemy 
states and guaranteeing 
their inviolability by the 
League of Nations. Gen- 
eral Spears has called on 
___4J President Coolidge to 

a enlist his sympathy in 
the plan, and the matter may be given p woPti- 
nence shortly at the Washington meeting of the 
Interparliamentary Union in October. 

Neutralized boundaries or buffer zones already 
play a prominent part in Europe’s post-war rear- 
rangement. The most important neutral zone is 
the demilitarized Rhineland, comprising the 
whole of the German territory on the Rhine’s 
left bank and a strip fiftv kilometers wide on the 
right bank, arranged under the Versailles Treaty. 
Though Germany has sovereignty here, it may 
not fortify or militarize the zone in any way. 
There are other neutral areas in post-war Eu- 
rope and under General Spears’ plan mor2 
would be established, each one to be guaranteed 
by neighbors or the League of Nations. 

The proposal is based on thecardinalassumption 
that, if European nations, and particularly France, 
once feel secure within their boundaries, an 
entente will spring up, disarmament will follow, 
and peace will ultimately become a European 
habit instead of a luxury. General Spears makes 
the important point that the sacrifices involved 
in setting up demilitarized zones must not be 
all on one side, as they are in the case of Ger- 
many in the Rhineland, if the results are to be 
lasting. In other words, as diplomatists sav, 
the treaties must be reciprocal instead of uni- 
lateral. It-comes as a mild shock to Americans 
when the unfortified Canadian boundary is cited 
as a perfect example. of “demilitarized zone,” 
but General Spears rightly points to it, in this 
connection, as a case where international agree- 
ments have been “bilateral,” and where a century 
of peace has followed for Canada and the United 
States by their pact to live side by side unarmed. 

A really effective Rhineland barrier, General 
Spears maintains, would consist of the Rhine 
area already demilitarized, plus a narrow strip 
of contiguous French territory, the whole under 
the League of Nation’s guarantee. The League 
would name a resident commissioner In control 
of a small force of international troops or a 
corps of engineers, which would constantly 
watch against violations of neutrality and at 
the first aggressive act from either side would 
destroy bridges, and dynamite roads and tun- 
nels. The Rhineland’s strategic railways, which 
have always been a source of acute anxiety to 
Irance, would aJso be under the supervision of 
the League. 

What would the two ex-belligerents gain by 
this mutually imposed barrier? France wou'd 
gain everything to be obtained by occupying the 
Same area with its own troops, it is asserted. 
France's security would be safeguarded, for at 
the first German attack those states that had 
guaranteed the neutral zone would automat- 
ically be on its side against the aggressor. 

Germany, for its part, would see the sacrifices 
of a neutralized Rhineland divided with France 
by the inclusion of French territory, and in the 
same way would be guaranteed against aggres- 
sion. It is also claimed that the plan would elim- 
inate border “incidents,” cause boundaries to be 
drawn on natural instead of strategic lines, and 
make it easy to define an “aggressor state.”’ 

For Americans it is of particular interest to 
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recognize, whether General Spears’ plan is 
accepted or not, the force of example given by 
the uninterrupted century of peace along the 
unfortified Canadian border. Plans like this 
emphasize that Canadians and Americans have 
as a sort of vested right what is almost the 
ultimate ideal of less fortunate Europeans. 


Again, in many sections of the United States, 
the season of the annual state and county fairs 
is being celebrated. . In 
the spacious pavilions 
and stables provided for 
the larger shows,.as well 
as in the less pretentious 
structures erected = on 
some of the county fair 
grounds, there will be 
found on exhibition the 
finest and best which the American farmers and 
their families have produced during the preced- 
ing year. The event marks harvest home, and 
there is justifiable pride taken in the good 
things arrayed. There is a good-natured rivalry 
in it all, and a commendable desire to excel. But 
more than all this is the genuine fellowship and 
neighborliness which these events promote. 
There are never really serious rivalries amongst 
friends. 

The city dweller who is not accustomed to the 
ways and manners of his country cousins when 
enjoving a holiday is at a disadvantage as a 
guest at a county fair. He is as unsophisticated 
in that environment as the country dweller on 
his first visit to.a large city. People, it seems, 
are waywise or the reverse according to their 
relative positions. Comparisons and contrasts 
should be made cautiously. It is not always 
pleasant, and it is sometimes discomfiting, to 
see ourselves as others see us. Astuteness and 
cleverness are estimated by strangely varying 
measures, 

But occasionally there wanders to the in- 
closure of some county fair temporarily housed 
in rough sheds on the edge of a village whose

site has been hewn out of.the surrounding for- ° 


est, a sight-seer who has had the advantage. if 
so.it may be estimated, of both country and city 
training. To him there is nothing grotesque or 
strange in the setting. The whole. scene re- 
calls a time perhaps long past when the one- 
ring circus and the county fair were the two 
great events of the summer. And for some 
reason which he cannot at once explain there 
seems to be a similarity between the two. He 
finds himself speculating as to which was first 
among these two American institutions. the cir- 
cus or the county fair. In their slow evolution 
they seem to have followed somewhat similar 
lines. In his boyhood, the returning sight-seer 
remembers, he felt much the same thrill in both 
places. There was the same confusion in the 
“sea of faces,” the same profligate willingness 
to part with coin and scrip which had been care- 
fully hoarded for months. 

The urge of the crowd, which erudite stu- 
dents of such things call “crowd psychology,” 
seems to affect all persons similarly. The crowd 
itself, with other conditions favorable, may be 
either large or small, comparatively. The so- 
phisticated former farmer boy finds it always of 
overwhelming proportions at the county fair, 
even after an absence of years filled with the 
city’s activities. There is a hopeful search for 
faces that once were familiar, a listening for 
voices that are still eloquent in their sweet 
silences. But some of the remembered things 
remain. The attractions commandeered from 
the traveling street fair have not changed with 
the changing years. Surely the _ tall-hatted 
manager of the sideshow is the same, or at least 
a faithful reproduction of the acceptéd tvpe. It 
is he, perhaps, who supplies the link between 
the county fair and the circus. There is about 
him and those directed by him almost the acrid 
tang of sawdust and tanbark. His dialect and 
his gestures typify the circus. 

But to the visitor who moves almost unnc- 
ticed with the crowds there comes an hour of 
disillusionment. Suddenly the’ intervening 
years emphasize their passing. With the ap- 
proach of evening, in an earlier time, the call of 
stern duty was back to the farm and the milking 
barns. Now twilight falls almost unnoticed. 
The prompter is silent, seemingly having for- 
gotten his cue. Another boy has taken up the 
task. Strange faces gather about the lighted 
supper table as the motor which passes the old 
house gathers momentum for the long run to 
the nearest railway station. 


Editorial Notes 

A book shortly to be published under the title 
of “The Immortal Dickens” has had a peculiar 
history—so peculiar indeed that the owners 
of the manuscripts Comprising if, although they 
actually had them in their possession, did not 
know until comparatively recently that there 
were any such papers in existence. It appears 
that quite a number of years ago a series of 
prefaces were prepared by George Gissing for a 
new edition of Dickens, which, the general 
understanding was, provided certain additional 
information regarding the novelist’s character 
and habits. For some reason, however, they 
were never published, but lay hidden and for- 
rotten in the files of the concern which had in- 
tended to bring out the new edition. Now they 
have found the light of day, though it is said 
that no one was more surprised at their dis- 
covery than the present heads of the firm which 
originally paid for them. One wonders how 
many books by famous authors lie similarly 
covered with the dust of ages. 
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Hardly inspiring is the record contained ina 
story which a California paper recently pub- 
lished regarding an alleged new method of re- 
suscitation for the drowning and near-drown- 
ing, when it stated that a certain advocate of 
this method had drowned his dog no less than 
twenty times and restored it to life in this way 
as a demonstration of its efficacy. The news- 
paper stated that, in advocating this method, a 
former city councilman of the paper’s home 
city had thrown a bombshell into life-guard 
circles by questioning all prevailing methods 
of resuscitation. One of these days, however, it 
will be so well recognized that good does not 
spring out of evil that any method called bene- 
ficial, which involyes the drowning of a dog 
twenty times, will be looked at askance. 


How the Nations Are Getting Together

The nations are getting together. No, I am not talk- 
ing about the League of Nations or the World Court. 

We hear drom many people a lot about nationalism 
and imperialism, about economic warfares, about East 
and West and “never the twain shall meet,” and so on 
aud so on, until they would lead us to believe that finally 
the supposititious activities of refined materialism in one 
unparalleled demonstration will finish the show. 

But “man proposes, and God disposes.” Anger and 
hatred and selfishness and ignorance win a battle, but 
guns and gases fail to annihilate the reali aspirations 
of mankind. ™ 

Down in Texas I talked with an army officer who was 
certain that a clash between Japan and America is in- 
evitable. He even told me that the Japanese business men 
and clerks and workmen in Mexico constitute in reaiity 
a great army capable of mobilization on the Texas fron- 
tier within forty-eight hours. 

A good-sized war is in progress in Morocco. Sixty 
thousand Druses are in revolt in Syria. Soviet Russia 
has refused to ratify the seizure of Bessarabia by Ruma- 
nia. The Germans are ready. for a guarantee pact on the 
west. but leave the eastern line in the air. 

Mussolini in Napoleonic pose harangues his Black 
Shirts from the balcony of the Chigi Palace, reminds them 
that more than twenty centuries are looking down on 
them, dispatches a second Corfu message to Afghan- 
istan and puts his navy through maneuvers off Gaeta. 
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Aristide Briand runs over to London to see what he 
ean do to induce Great Britain to sign on the dotted line 
for France’s next call to arms on the Continent. All 
this. and more, is considerably upsetting to ideas of 
permanent peace. 

But. bless me! today in reading over the new pubiic 
school program of the German Republic I discovered 
that the teachers must instruct the boys and girls in a 
knowledge of and respect for other races, must, in fact, 
emphasize the thought of international brotherhood. 

Now, of course, there are people who will smile cyn- 
ically at this and say, “Another trick of the Boche!” 
Well, these people have ears, but they hear not, eyes 
have they, but they see not. Do you know that there 
have been many German students at Oxford for its sum- 
mer session? 

It seems only yesterday that I was in London, and 

the night sky was shot through by the bombs from Ger- 
man dirigibles and the shrapnel from the antiaircruft 
guns. 
The armistice was signed——signed with pen and ink. 
But an armiktice was signed—signed by thousands and 
millions: signed not with pen and ink—nevertheless 
signed, imperishably signed. 

I have just been shown a letter from a sixteen-year- 
old American boy in Chicago. He loves books and out- 
of-door life, so he says. He desires to be put in touch 


with an English boy of approximately his own age and 
interests. Bravo! Unconsciously he ‘is moved by the 
strange new spirit that is sweeping to and fro through 
the world, bent on captivating the new generation. [I will 
guarantee that when he becomes Secretary of State, 
provincial precedent will get a shock—will get several 


hocks, in fact. ; 
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John Wesley made himself famous by declaring that 
the world was his parish. He was handicapped by not 
being Prime Minister or a President. No? It will never 
do to mix religion with politics? They are already mixed. 
Are vou aware that any considerable number of political 
aspirants are steeping their minds in the doctrines of 
Palmerston and Delcasse and Bismarck and Sazanof? 

The world is one great parish. Not in the sole charge 
of any one religious functionary, or sect, or racial unit, 
or political organism, but to be served by the manifes- 
tation of intelligence and good will. This is what is 
moving with steadily augmenting force aver the face of 
the waters. 

I am on a steamship of the Royal Mail Line off the 
Bay of Biscay. It has been a wonderfully peaceful trip 
across the Atlantic. Near and distant lands are repre- 
sented on the passenger list, as usual. In the third class, 
designated “tourist class,” the new feature of trans- 
atlantic passenger service this season, there are twenty- 
odd students, the last contingent of the 40,000 young men 
and wonien from American educational institutions visit- 
ing Europe during their 1925 summer vacation. 

Low rates, comfortable accommodations and small 
financial returns for the transportation lines, but I un- 
derstand that ~the companies figure that these young 
people will become “boosters” for ocean travel. A major- 
ity of them will return “boosters” for something far more 
important than just globe-trotting.

Sir Auckland Geddes, former British Ambassador at 
Washington, in his farewell speech béfore the Pilgrims 
Society of New York, said he was convinced that the most 
serious barrier to international peace is international 
ignorance. When the people of one land know the people 
of another land, their customs, historic background, eco- 
nomic and social problems, political viewpoints—and 
vice versa—there is a minimum risk of an armed clash. 

Forty thousand American students and teachers and 
professors in the various countries of Europe this sum- 
mer! If only there might be 40,000 European students 
in America next summer. Why don’t the educational 
authorities organize to secure the largest practical re- 
sults from these visitations? A few summers of. such 
doings and we should have a sure enough Leaghe of 
Nations. 

Anyway;the acorn has been planted. In due time the 
oak will stand and many will find rest and refreshment 
in its shade. 


The World’s Great Capitals: 


London, Aug. 28 

Evidence of the growing public interest in better 
“movies” is afforded in The Times beginning publication 
of a series of articles on the present and future of the 
cinematograph as based upon personal observation and 
study at Hollywood by Robert Nichols, an English pwet 
and artist. Thé first article, while optimistic as to ihe 
future production of cleaner, constructive films, says the 
$1.500,000,000 twenty-year-old industry_is “too young .o 
know what its conscience is,” and that producers are 
now obliged to make every picture satisfy 9,000,000 thea- 
tergoers before its success is assured. Mr. Nichols says 
that what the industry most needs is intelligent criti- 
cism and the enlistment of the services of gifted, culti- 
vated people of all countries. The Manchester Guardian 
indorses the offer of an American film producer to endow 
one of the great universities with a chair of cinema, 
saving: “The fact that producers are not satisfied and 
want to concern themselves with an art as well as in 
industry is a very hopeful sign.”

The house where 
he worked stood on the present site of the Charing Cross 
railway station, and it is said that he disliked it so that 
he could never bring himself to go down the street on 
which it was located after he had freed himself from his 
apprenticeship. Day and Martin was founded in 1770 
in a rather romantic way. Martin, of Doncaster, was a 
hairdresser who once befriended a soldier who had over- 
stayed his leave. Out of gratitude the soldier gave him a 
recipe for the blacking which he used on officers’ boots. 
“Make blacking like that and you will make a fortune” 
said the soldier. Martin and his cousin, Day, decided to 
try it, and the famous firm prospered until 1894, when 
more progressive competitors won the trade. After slowly 
decreasing in importance for years, it is now being

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Why_ Prohibition? 
To the Editor of Tur CurisTiaN Screxnce Monitors: 


In discussing the prohibition question, too many people 
are limiting themrelves to the consideration of a few 
matters that appear on the surface, and are not analyz- 
ing the basic facts and inevitable results. To understand 
the matter fully: and fairly, one must get at and con- 
sider resulting consequences of the use of, and barter 
and traffic in, intoxicating liquors. In this connection it 
has been well said that “by their fruits ye shall know 
them.” The fruits of the use of, and barier and ttaffic 
in, intoxicating liquors, brought about the agitation for 
prohibition, and finally made it nationally successful. It 
was in consequence of the combined moral and physical 
evil resultant upon the liquor traffic that it became neces- 
sary to not only combat it from the personal and moral 
standpoint, but also through the governmental agency, 
and to absolutely forb.d if. . 

The barter and trade in intoxicating liquor, and the 
use of it. has always menaced and damaged the youth 


| of the country, and the youth of the country—the oncom- 
| ing generation—is alwaysthe hope and assurance for the 
' future. 


In this connection it may be well to repeat the 
old saying. “As the twig is bent, so the tree is inclined.” 
If the barter and trade in. and the use of, intoxicating 
liquors as a beverage should again have the sanction 
and approval of law, the twig would be bent and the 
tree inclined in the direction of intoxication and the 
commission of crime-~This would be a renewed growth 
that we must not, and cannot, permit. 

No one wants to be a slave, singly or collectively. 
The clamor for a return to the barter and trade in intoxi- 
cating liquors, and a renewal of the privilege to drink 
them, is but the yielding to a slavish appetite, and in no 
sense the prompting of conscience and good will. In this 


| connection it may be noted that all civilized government 


is founded on conscience and good will, and if these be 
taken away or elimipated, no government can long 
endure. 

If we view matters rightly, we are indebted to on- 
coming generations. We owe them a legacy of clean 
government, good government, and conscientious govern- 
ment. If we restore in any manner a legal right to barier 
and trade in intoxicating liquors, and tbe privilege of 
using them as-a beverage, we hand on to the oncoming 
generation neither clean government, good government, 
nor conscientious government. 

The clamor to have restored what is called light-wines 
and beer with as much as 2.75 per cent of alcohol in 
them, is but a proposed overture for the restoration of 
the entire liquor traffic. As like begets like, 2.75 per cent 
of alcohol in drinks would beget an appetite for drinks 
more heavily charged with alcohol, and the sale of alco- 
holic drinks would steadily increase. 

There are a number of automobile accidents due 
now to the use of intoxicating liquors in a surreptitious 
way. Suppose the sale of intoxicating drinks were again 
to be recognized by law. Would anyone who loved his 
family dare permit them to travel on the highways with 
the attendant risks that would follow, from the multitude 
of intoxicated men and women that would constantly be 
traveling on the highways? 

Darwin, in his “Descent of Man,” written in 1874 and 
published in the Appleton Edition in the United States in 
1897, on page 136 notes at the time of his writing that 
upon the authority of eminent medical authorities in 
England the expectancy in life of the intemperate at the 
age of thirty years was thirteen and eight-tenths years, 
while that of the rural laborer in that country, who was 
temperate, was. at the same age, forty and fifty-nine one- 
hundredths years. 

Prohibiiion has come to stay, but its every feature and 
phase should be well considered by its advocates, so as" 
to be “well armed” in its support. A. T. COLE.
